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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1963. 

The  population  continues  to  steadily  increase  and  is  now  7,420. 

The  birth  rate  (17.7)  is  lower  than  last  year  and  lower  than  for 
England  and  Wales  (18.2). 

The  death  rate  (12.4)  is  higher  than  1962  (10.1)  and  higher 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (12.2). 

The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  is  (29.0)  and 
more  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (20.9). 

I  have  to  record  again  that  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  from 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 

During  the  year  72  new  houses  were  completed,  30  by  the  local 
authority  and  42  by  private  enterprise,  making  a  total  of  925  houses 
completed  in  the  post  war  period,  of  which  622  were  constructed 
by  the  local  authority. 

Implementation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1958  has 
proceeded  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
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During  the  year  44  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  of 
which  44  were  Measles,  and  1  Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  2  Pulmonary  and 
1  Non-pulmonarv  were  notified,  2  Males  Pulmonary  and  1  Female 
Non-Pulmonary. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of  children  receiving 
primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  still  remains  high. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Mair,  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  and  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council  for  their  willing  help  and  co-operation. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones,  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  Surveyor,  for  his  invaluable  assistance  during  the  year  and  you, 
Gentlemen,  for  your  kindness  and  co-operation.
